"RIy Ivigh, and above nil fly with n 
cwnpass," were Iho inn In points 
brought out. by I'aptalu Xlaurlre 
Qucdruc, President or l.a Compagnie 
Aérienne Krnnco-Ciitiadfcnnc, last 
night in (he Union, in a most Intcr- 
esiiiK talk on Aviation. Commandant 
Qucdruc prefaced his speech by prom- 
ising not to give a mere, lecture on 
aero dynamics but an Informal tall; 
on aviation subjects especially as 
they apply to Canada. 

"Aviation Is the logical outcome of 
all the previous inventions of the Inst 
century." said ti e speaker. "Alan's 
greatest efforts arc concentrated on 
getting faster transport, and the aero- 
plane is the only practical method of 
reaching this end. in ten years we 
shall think of aeros as we think of 
autos. Already they arc quite as safe 
as autos when driven with care. Those 
who complain about noise are old- 
fashioned, because everyone must 
learn to get acquainted with the art 
of flying. All young people of today 
must learn to fly. 

"A good flyer must know his 'plane. 
Unless a flyer can sense all the 
whims of Ills machine he will succeed. 
The great thing about doing that 
is to let oneself 'go' and not remain 
rigid and nervous. One of the chief 
difficulties of modern pilots, is find- 
ing position when on a ilight over 
strange country. Kully 05% of modern 
pilots — however brilliant they may be 
in the ail" immediately above their 
own 'drome — arc utterly unable to 
guide themselves by map and com- 
pass. I was once flying near Quebec, 
and my pilot ran into a dense snow- 
storm. Wo were flying quite blind, so 
my pilot, dived for the ground as most 
modern pilots would have done. To 
start with, I gave_ him his head; and 
soon we were I opeleasly lust. To my 
dismay a large mountain, loomed up 
directly, ahead of us, J managed to 
nudge the pilot in time and by ris- 
ing sharply we succeeded in avoiding 
•j crash;" as we rose above the moun- 
tain the tail scraped the snow off the 
top.

ADVENTURERS 

WHAT is the McGill spirit? Something intangible, incom- 
prehensible or insatiable? We know not. But this wo. do 
lenow that whatever it may be it finds forms of expression along 
paths that are far removed from the campus, and in a manner 
that is hard to he understood by those who are at present at 
McGill. It is not until one has left the busy round of the univer- 
sity world, centred just above Sherbrooke Street, that the spirit 
•acquired in that environment, is made manifest in action. 

During the last week-end our Principal received a radio- 
gram from Commander Richard Byrd in the Antarctic wishing 
him well and speaking highly of the work of Frank T. Davis, who 
is physicist in that expedition. We have always prided ourselves 
that men from all quarters of the globe come to McGill for their 
university- course, and that McGill graduates are found in the 
most farflung outposts of progress. 

It has been brought home to us more forcibly during the last 
week or so by the records of those of our men who have worked 
in the extremities of the earth's surface and more especially at 
the polar caps. W. H. Moore has been on an expedition into the 
Arctic circle. Dr. Gilbert was a member of the McAlpine party 
in the frozen North. Ross Smyth is doing communication work 
in those barren wastes where news is at a premium. Dr. Barnes 
has for soms years been working during the summer among the 
icebergs in the North. Out in the great open spaces, there it 
seems that McGill spirit is working. 

Why is it that these men go to such extremes in distance 
lor their work. There has appeared to be no overcrowding of 
opportunity in the civilised parts of the world. Perhaps it has 
"been that the overcrowding of the city life and the inhumanness 
of it has caused them to go further afield in the search of a life 
that is useful. 

; Whatever may have been the motives that - prompted such 
actions, it has been shown that one of the resultant forces from 
McGill spirit is that adventure is needed. Adventure at McGill, 
-who can find it V People go from one extreme to another. Not 
finding adventure at McGill they seek it when they are in the 
outBicle world. 



RELATIVE THINKING 

IN A PRACTICAL world all our ideas should be practical. We 
should be able to say that such and such a thing is so and 
that there is nothing Avhich can take away or add to its being so. 
Yet if we pursue things to their ultimate we cannot say that a 
• thing is perfectly accurate: 

The time by one man's watch in Maisonneuve may be the 
same as another's in Westmount. By phone they may'congrat- 
-ulate themselves on having accurate timepieces, but at least one 
of them must be wrong, as some consideration must be taken into 
account of the terrestial distance. Similarly our time must be 
considered with regard to five celestial movements. No ones 
gjime can be absolutely accurate. Nevertheless for the individual 
his time is quite accurate and rightly so. 

Any consideration must be dealt with in a relative man- 
ner. Our own ideas and thoughts may be quite convincing to 
yourselves. To others their thoughts and ideas may be equally 
as convincing. Each can be correct and one cannot say that the 
• other is wrong. As soon as one person says that he has the 
rtruth he has accomplished something which philosophers down 
the ages have been trying hard to settle, and in all probability 
jhe is wrong. 

We who are young are continually coming into conflict with 
pur elders because of the opinions we hold. No doubt our elder.s 
in their younger days were in the same predicament with regard 
to their elders. After forty people cannot change their thoughts. 
AH that they do is to reorganise their prejudices. To give them 
new ideas to incorporate would be fallacious and disastrous, for 
they would be unable to assimilate them. 

There are others who have not past the age of forty Lut 
still they cannot assimilate new ideas. Their conception is limit- 
ed and therefore the old ideas are quite enough, and to them 
that is quite true, but they should not say that the.irs is the only 
. way of- looking at things. A person who has had but a high 
'.school education cannot follow another who has gone on to a 
higher education. The one may be quite as convinced that a table 
is a solid thing as the other is that the table is a thing full of 
holes. Considered according to the .light of each, each is cor- 
rect. 

People who cannot use their brains take on the ideas of a 
previous generation. Others who use them reasonably well keep 
in lime with their own generation. While the ones who exercise 
them to their fullest extent are generally ahead of their gener- 
ation.

Dr. liantes outlined the vnrloiis 
methods llnil have boon evolved at- 
tacking Ice. Tho Piihslnni'd known 
as llierinUo genomics a. terrific heal 
anil light lu a short spaca of lime, Its 
rnys soon weakening all tho Ico In 
Iho neighbourhood of llm charge, Tho 
powerful undercurrent acts on thin 
point nnd gradually lessens Iho whole 
pack. Dr. Ilnritoa empluis'.lBoit Iho 
fact Hint Ihcritillo docs Hot melt the 
Ice. 11 Is used simply lo attack weak 
points and the river Itself docs the 
rest. 

Holllo Is essentially a producer of 
lite yellow and green llghl rnys thai 
are the most efficient destroyers .of 
Ico. This chemical needs no ignition, 
reacting naturally with the Ice. It Is 
used Jn n container composed or 
metallic calcium which sinks Into the 
Ico and finally liberates tho sollto to 
do itn work. 

Calcium chloride Is also used, but 
In a different way. It Is simply 
placed in lines on tho surfaco from 
whero It eats downwards, creating 
lines of weakness. Calcium carbide 
is forced Into the current of water. 
Acetylene gas is thus formed which 
rises to .separate the frazil ico from 
tho tipper layer. It Is these ac- 
cumulations of frazil ici on tho under 
sltlc that nro the greatest difficulty. 
Once they are clear away tho wa let- 
flows freely and It Is an easy matter 
to completely c'.car the channel. 
' Tho brute force of the ice-breakers 
Is of little avail In comparison with 
cfflcaclly of tho new methods. Ice 
cannot' bo easily moved by simple 
pressure, hut It responds readily to 
tho heaving .forco of the thermite ot- 
itic loosening power or properly di- 
rected currents,

10 compare statistics. Franco spent 
its million francs on Dm malnlen- 
It CO or troops. T^ls was nearly 300 
limes as much as sho spent, on educ.i 
Hon, and almost 200 tlmos the amount 
expended upon public works. 

Dick Maklyama, Iho next speaker, 
hiado mention of Iho Class C man- 
dates which consist of most of tho 
former Herman possessions. Asia, is 
divided Into four groupn ot mandates 
territories, in respect to tin various 
nations which held the mandates. 
According lo . Dr.' Norman White, 
somo 00% of tho population of Asia 
como under Iho jurisdiction of tho 
League of Nations. Duo to diffi- 
culties ot negotiation in Asia, tho 
League is not very popular there. 

11 has. Iiowover. tnado a real contri- 
bution In fostering international co- 
operation. 

In regard lo backward countries, • 
mandate In general provides for such 
considerations as the prohibition of 
tho slave trade, forced labor, selling 
ot Intoxicants to natives, and also en- 
deavors lo maintain freedom of all 
forms of worship. The main -principle 
of tho mandato system is national 
administration In conformity with 
special international problems. The 
essence ot tho mandato system is 
publicity and Hie support ot an active 
well informed public cpinion. 

A. 5L Klein, speaking on Zionism, 
remarked that for many years the 
e;:act meaning ot this movement was 
vague in the hearts of the Jews them- 
selves. Falso Messiahs rose up who 
promised to lead the Jews back to 
Palestine. Ho pointed out that the 
matters of everyday life such as 
prayers and marriages festivities all 
contain a note which testify to the 
fact that the Jews, wish to return to 
Palestine. 

In the nineteenth century, tho Jews, 
together wllh other countries received 
a national conscience which began the 
first organised movement ot tho Jews 
to Palestine. 

The firm belief of tho .lows had been 
that Iho Messiah would lead tliciu 
back to 1'alesilno without very con- 
centrated effort on their part before 
His coming. Iiowover. a rabbi and 
prominent Jewish official discounted 
this theory and said that tho Jows 
must return of their own accord. 

Plans nnd organisations followed, 
which worn only sporadic, until Hert- 
zol took things over. Ho iiito.vicwcd 
prominent men In all countries for the 
furtherance of Zionlam, Tho year 10?9 
Is tho consummation of his work. 

jtloln explained tho massacres of 
last August, saying that they were 
caused by a religious and social pro- 
paganda by tho Arabs, It Is his opinion 
that Iho Arabs havo received nothing 
but tho best treatment from tho Jews. 
Ho gnvo Illustrations to show this, 
such us the benefit which tho Arabs 
havo received from Jewish hospitals 
and other public, institutions. 

Tho Jowti havo done oxtonslvo work 
In tho buildings ot roads and cities, 
and In agriculture and electricity, nil 
at (ho|i< own expense, tho British con- 
tributing nothing to Iho work. 

When Klein had flushed, a lively 
discussion look p'neo. Mr. Forsoy, 
Honorary President, was of tho opinion 
thai Iho Arabs wished to remain In 
Palestine, ami not to go to Arabia, 
i'lyon It they know that they would 
havo mo o room to dovolop, both 
ctinpomionlly and politically.
